In writing of the American-Park gawo 


for tho American \Yhist league trophy, 
which was won by tho Americans by a big 
margin, I hud'occasion to refer to tho so 
called luck that enters into duplicate 
whist contests. 
That^'tho Americans out- 


played tho Park team is undisputed, but ib 
is also true that tho bunds favored their 
style of play, particularly in tho very im- 
portant respect of trump management. 


After tho first half of tho Philiulelphia- 


Amorican match, when tho visitors wero 
12 tricks in the lead, I asked ono of them 
if tho Americans' management of trumps 
had anything to do with the result. 
"Well,"'was the cautious reply, "I think 
—well, yes, they wero ft good deal freer 
in their trump leads than wo were, and 
some of them wero quito unfortunate." 
Then, more explicitly, ho acknowledged 
that ho hud helped to "kill" tho Ameri- 
cans on two or thrco deals aftci- these un- 
fortunate trump leads. And yet, in the 
match previous to this ono, these same 
Boston players, had "led trumps every 
timo just when they ought to." 
In a 


word, thoir ideas of trump management 
were favored by tho cards in the Park 
match, so that they "hit it right," and in 
the "Philadelphia gnmo they encountered 
enemies in tho cards and didn't "hit ib 
right" at nil. 


I append a deal that was quito recently 


played by 0110 of tho strongest short suit 
teams of tho Hub against a team of strict 
long suiters. It exhibited a gain of five 
tricks for tho "short" end. 
Tho two of 


hearts was turned .West, and North had 
tho oponiug. Tho winning card in each 
trick is underlined, and tho card beneath 
is led next: North.

Trick 1.—The opening in this deal is a 


very important mutter. 
Tho long suitor 


would lead the fourth best spado without 
a moment's hesitation. 
This is what tho 


long suitor holding the North hand in tho 
present instance did. He of courso forced 
his partner's strong trump hand and made 
the bringing in of the great club suit im- 
possible. To the very first card led, there- 
fore, the loss of at least thrco tricks was 
duc—j.lS compared with tho short suit 
opening shown in tho play abovo. 
The 


short suit 'JJorth reasoned that tho spades 
wero hopeless. He had no backing for 
them in trumps nnd means of re-entry, 
even if he could establish them. Ho there- 
fore aimed to make ono of his small 
trumps by rulfing. 
In combination with 


splendid piny by his partner, his plan was 
brilliantly successful, although not just 
in tho way ho contemplated. 


Trick 2.—Tho short suit opening struck 


the diamonds banked in West's hand, and 
West, being very weak in trumps, thought; 
ho could not afford to lead them in dc- 
fenso of his suit. 
And, in fact, a trump 


load would have availed him nothing. 
South would have brought in his clubs 
just tho samo. Tho only thing that could 
prevent South from bringing in his clubs 
was 
indeed 
tho 
original 
opening of 


North's long suit. 


Trick 3.—West continued his suit, North 


got lu his desired ruff—r.nd was over- 
trumped. Now South—who, like his part- 
ner, was a short suiter—ployed beautifully. 
He did not leap at tho opportunity which 
he, too, had to ruff, as short suiters arc by 
thoir critics supposed to do in season and 
out of season, but bo saw his greater op- 
portunity to ploy for the long suit, with a. 
very probable chanco of bringing it in. 
Therefore ho refused to overtrump. He ex- 
pected thai; East; would lead a spado next. 


Trick 4.—The expected happened. East 


might havo fared bettor if ho had led a 
small spade, since then South -would pnr-. 
haps havo passed it, trusting fcho first 
round to partner, and West would have 
won. 
As it was, South perceived that; his 


only ohanco was to ruff tho ace led, draw 
two rounds of trumps with his aco and 
king, and, with reasonably good fortune, 
leave against him only tho long trump, 
which ho might force out with his clubs. 


Tricks 5 and 6.—Tho trumps fell as 


South hoped they would and really as they 
wero likely to fall. 


Trick 7.—South started his clubs head 


on. North started to signal in the suit by 
playing the 4 before tho 2, so as to show 
command on tho third round. 


Trick 8.—Now, however, North counted 


tho clubs and drew nn inference that; en- 
abled him safely to unblock by throwing 
tho queen on partner's king. Six cluba 
had beSn played, partner must- havo four 
left, together with tho twelfth trump, ho 
himself hnd two, and 13 were accounted 
for, leaving with East only one, which, 
even if ib wcro tho jack, must fall to this 
trick. Therefore the throwing of the quoen 
was safe enough. At tho same timo it 
was very elegant play. 
If North had re- 


tained tho queen of clubs, South must 
havo continued the suit, East would have 
refused to ruff the third round, and North 
must havo led a spade, forcing out South's 
trump. Then North and South could not 
bavo tnken another trick, as East would 
havo ruffed the next club and given his 
partner a spado, and West, getting in with 
tho king of spades, would havo run off his 
two long diamonds. As tho play actually 
camo off, after North's unblocking, noth- 
ing could prevent South's success. 


So, you sec, although the original short 


suit opening gave South tho opportunity 
which a long suit opening would havo de- 
stroyed, the most skillful play was naces- 
sary to bring about the fine ending. 


The long suit adversaries of our short 


suit players on this deal complained that 
it was* luck which made the difference of 
five tricks against them, for they got only 
four tricks out of the North and South 
hands at tho other table. I hoard this com- 
plaint and frankly informed tho com'- 
plainant that any man who would not 
listen to and obey tho logic on which 
North's short suit opening was bused 
ought to have such "luck" pursue him all

"Washington, Marca f.1.—The bill for 


the relief c? the survivors and victims 
of the Maine disaster was passed unan- 
imously in the house. 


The bill reimburses the surviving 


officers and men for the losses they 
sustained to an amount not exceeding 
a year's sea pay, and directs the pay- 
ment of a :sum equal to a year's pay 
to the legal heirs o£ those who per- 
ished. 


There was ' quite a spirited debate 


over an amendment suggested by Mr. 
.Cannon to give the survivors each a 
year's pay out of hand, instead of at- 
tempting to reimburse them for actual 
losses. 


Some of the alleged scandals con- 


nected with the reimbursement of the 
survivors of the Samoan disaster were 
raked up, hut the debate in tlie end was 
saved from a rather sordid tone by a 
beautiful tribute paid to the gallant 


,;4ead by Mr. Cousins of Iowa in a short 
tilt eloquent speech. 


He aroused the galleries to sponta- 


neous applause when he said that while 
.the vultures might be watching over 
the dark -waters of Havana harbor for 
the belated dead, above all the eagle's 
piercing eye was watching for the 
truth. 


The remainder of the day was occu- 


pied in th" consideration of the old 


. '. claim of Jo.m Roach, the ship builder, 


' for $331,000. No action was taken up- 
on the claim. 


In_tlie 8ennte. 


Washington,' March 22.—-After the 


transaction of some routine business 
in the senate Mr. Bac.on (Ga.) intro- 
duced an 
amendment which ha an- 


nounced he would offer to the resolu- 
tion providing for the annexation ol 
the Hawaiian islands to the United 
States. 


The amendment provides that the 


resolution shall not be effective until 
the question of annexation shall have 
been submitted to the qualified elect- 
ors of Hawaii and passed upon affirm- 
atively by them. 


Mr. Allen (Neb.) secured the passage 


of a resolution calling upon the secre- 
tary of the interior for information aa 
to the number of all classes of pension- 
ers, including the percentage of men, 
•women and children, carried upon the 
pension rolls. 


Another Chunco For ICeuk.

removed from tho stone's course. 
The 


"skips," or captains, of the opposing 
sides have charge of the sweeping de- 
partments, and the sweepers have tha 
right to use their brooms after tho stone 
has got beyond the liue which marks 
the middle of the rink. 
The sweeping 


is always to a sido or across the rink 
und not forward or backward, where 
tho sweepings might obstruct tho pas- 
sage of a running stouo. 


Match games, called a bonspiel, aro 


played by opposing teams of four each, 
and when it is at home curling is essen- 
tially democratic. It has been said that 
the lord of the manor, the clergyman 
and the village blacksmith may bo seen 
on the same rink with the smith as 
"skip" shouting to the clergyman to

Kuskin was con- 
stantly lifting his voice against what 
Lhe conceived to be low ideas or vulgar 
•complacencies. 
Within the sphere of 


art criticism, an important part of 
his life work was to teach the su- 
premacy of great painters, 
some of 


them being despised before he advo- 
cated their cause. His contention 
with political economy was principally 
on trie ground of egotism. It was to 
him an investigation of some acci- 
dental phenomena of modern, com- 
mercial operation, having no connec- 
tion with the ideas of political econ- 
omy as taught by the great thinkers 
of earlier days, embracing largely a 
sphere of private and public morals 
and

philosophy,

Ton's idea was that wealth was in the 
intellectual mind and the duty of a 
nation was to manufacture minds of 
a bettor quality.
